PELLAGRA IN THE 


UNITED STATES. 


In connection with

By doing the work 
themselves, the farmers are effect- 
ing a saving of $4.40 per tree 
on the size of the two dehorned 
during the demonstration.

RESERVE FUND FOR 


DEPRESSION DAYS 
WOULD BE FORMED 


NEW YORK, Jan. 21.— (fP)— The 


American Society of Civil Engi- 
neers has accepted for study 
a 


plan to protect not only labor but 
also management and stockhold- 
ers during depressions by the legal 
establishment of a compulsory re- 
serve fund in each business. 


The plan proposes a form of bus- 


iness 
insurance 
whereby 
each 
state would require every corpora- 
tion to put aside in a 
reserve 


fund earnings in excess of a per- 
centage 
prescribed by the state 


up to a total sufficient to pay la- 
bor, 
white collar 
workers 
and 


dividends for one year. 


The plan 
extends the 
reserve 


fund principle now followed 
by 


many large corporations to take 
care of slumps by defining 
this 


reserve as a certain mim to be 
distributed in certain ways. 


If a business concern failed to 


earn what the state allowed, 
it 


would not be required to build up 
the stabilization reserve, but earn- 
ings over that allowance would 
go into the reserve up to the spec- 
ified point, after which they might
